The Tory goverment that we 
have had here for :the last 15 
years can be blamed ‘for many of 
these problems and this makes ma 
very angry and sad: There is 
growing unemployment, poverty, 
homelessness, crime, : destruction 
of industry, etc. The problems 
are much worse in the north of 
England than the south. We have a 
very big "North-South divide" in 
England where The whisky priests 
live is one of the worst regions 
affected. All the ‘ North-East 
industriss have been, destroyed. 
Unemployment, poverty’ and crime 


are worse here than anywhere slse 
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in England. In. fact, .. the 
North-East of England at the 
hands of ‘governments and people 
in powers Our region is always 
ignored, like Scotland, for 
example, because we are so far 
north of! London. Despite this, 
however, the people of our area 
are very proud, passionate, 
honest and friendly people and we 
have our ‘oun history and culture 
to be proud of. The North-East of 
England is unique to the rest of 
England and is an _ area unto 
itself, Unfortunately our area is 
never recognised Por its 
uniqueness because unlike 
Scotland, Wales and Ireland, it 
is not .a country in its own 
right, but is part of England. | 
find it difficult to understand 
how our country has suffered such 
severe problems at the hands of a 
totally uncaring government. It 
makes me very sad and angry.

Hello, thanks for sending your zines. I've included them in the latest issue (#5) which is included. 
Finally got it out after several months of delays. In your letter you wanted to do an interview. If you still 
want to ‘do it I've included the answers to your questions, so here they are:

Now with the current issue it has gone up to 700 

because that's all | can atford as | fund the zine by myself, so | am broke at the moment. Please note that 

I had to increase the price of the zine due to loss of money on every issue so far. Hopefully now I'll start 

to break even. The cost of living is very expensive here probably due to our isolation from the continental 
- U.S. and elsewhere. If anyone plans to visit here bring lots of money!! 


3. In which country outside of the States do you sell the most zines? How many in 
Germany? 

Outside of the U.S. it has to be Germany and Spain. Thanks to S.0.S-Bote who distributes for me in 
Germany. They pick up about 40 copies more or less and can be reached at: S.O.S.-Bote © Scheffold &

also to Bronco Bullfrog Mail Order who distributes in Spain & Europe. He picks up about 100 copies. He 
can be reached at: Bronco Bullfrog Mail Order ¢ c/o Mark M. Brown ¢ Apartado de Correos 1474 * 07800 
Ibiza (Baleares) * Spain.

It would be unfair for me to say which are my favorites and which are not because of all the available ones 
out there. Germany and Spain seems to have high quality zines but unfortunately I can't read any of 
those languages as well as any other besides English. | never took any foreign language courses while in 
High School, so learn from my mistake kiddies, do it while it’s free. All 1 can do with the zines written in 

_ anything else besides English is look at the pictures and try to make out some obvious words. So | can't 

. really say “Oh, this zine sucks, or this zine fucking rules!" because I can’t even read what's going on. For 
all | know they could be saying I'm an asshole and I'd say alright they mentioned my name. | think every 

- zine deserves credit because it takes patience, money and a lot of time to put one out.

6. Your zine has a good photo quality. When you give the stuff for an issue to the printing 
office do you give that on diskette to them for digital printing or how do you do that? 

I'm lucky in a way in that my trade is a Graphic Artist and I work in a full service print shop so I do all my 
scanning of photographs at work on my spare time (before or after my shift and never during, | promise!?) 
and I work on the zine whenever the opportunity arises. As for the printing, my previous job | could print 
out the zine to a sort of photo paper type material that would come out with great quality and then I would 
get that master copy xeroxed as that was the cheapest way to print the zine. Now at my new job I can 
only do film output so I have to get the zine printed offset which is more expensive but the quality is 
better. If all that seems to be confusing don’t worry, unless you're in the printing industry or know about 
printing, it means absolutely nothing to you so never mind. Next question. 


7. Which are your favorite bands? 

Loads and loads of ‘em. I don't really have a favorite, | listen to anything good and if it gets my feet 
moving then | like ‘em. I'm into all sorts of music from the obvious Oi! and Ska as well as Punk, 
Hardcore, Psychobilly, Rockabilly, Classical, Elevator Music, Irish Beer drinking music, New Age, old Rock 
'N Roll, early Soul (not the so called crap nowadays), etc., etc. But absolutely no rap or heavy metal, both 
crap noise. I used to listen to metal in my youth but I was young and naive. Now I know better!! 


8. How do you like the layout of the new issue of Alfred Tetzlaff #4? 
Looks great!! I noticed the quality of the photos have improved from past issues and I like the idea you 


have of including original photos, brilliant! One thing though could you consider writing one in English 
for all of us English only reading people? 


OK, I hope that answers your questions. Thanks for doing the interview. Oh, about the old German 
song you mentioned, no beer in Hawaii. We used to have our own brewery here that made a beer called 
Primo Beer but has since gone out of business or downgraded their manufacturing to the bare minimum. 
Also the same story for Pali Beer which can be found once in a blue moon. | remember Primo Beer when | 
was about 8 years old, they dropped out of sight for a couple years and then sprung back to life a couple 
years ago and now seem to be gone again. Never tasted Pali Beer yet. Anyway, hope all is well with you 
and your mates. Till next time. Hope you enjoy issue #5.

Everybody, I think you will know 
them since they were the Cover of 
the #4 from the Alfred 
Tetzlaff-Zins. In the end of 
March the Papers in england where 
full again with storys about the 
Twins. The reason was that on 
March 17th '95 Ronnie Kray died, 
he was 61 and had a massive heart 
attack in a hospital in London.
